The Philistine oppression had be- 


come so terrible that the king had 
only about 600 men, and they wore 
completely disarmed, except that Saul 
and Jonathan had each a sword and 
spear. 
Lest 
the 
Israelites should 


make unto themselves swords and 
spears the Philistines took from them 
their smiths^; they only left them a file 
to sharpen "their instruments of hus- 
bandry. This left them under the ne- 
cessity of going to the Philistines to 
have their tools sharpened. Saul him- 
self was in hiding. Because he had 
presumptuously 
intruded 
into 
the 


priest's office God rejected him. While 
la this desperate condition God moved 
Jonathan to go against the Philistines. 


II. Description of the Passageway 


Between 
Israel and the Philistines 


(w. 4, 5). 


Over against the way which Jona- 


than and his armorbearer had to trav- 
erse, on either side lay sharp rocks 
called Bozez and Seneh. The opposing 
camps 
were probably 
three 
mile15 


apart. 
It required ffreat effort to 


scale the cliff. The feat of Jonathan 
and his armorbearer wa« one of the 
most daring ever attempted. 


III. Jonathan's 
Resolution to Go 


Against the Philistines (vv. 6-10.) 


1. Jonathan's summons to the young 


man (v. 6). Here the thought of verse 
one is resumed, verses two to five be- 
ing parenthetical. Jonathan did not 
doubt but that the Lord was leading 
Him. He recognized his covenant re- 
lationship with God, and therefore Ms 
claim, upon him as against the uncir- 
cnracised Philistines, 
asserting that 


"there is' no restraint to the Lord to 
save by many or by few." God is all- 
powerful, so with him numbers cut no 
figure. Whatever he wills for us he 
can. do. One with God is a majority. 
(Dent. 32:30). 


2. The noble response of his armor- 


bearer (v. 7). He was actuated by the 
same faith and courage as Jonathan 
and entered heartily into the under- 
taking. When two agree together as 
touching anything la the name of 
Christ it shall he done (Matt. 18:19, 
20). 


3. Watching for the will of God (vv. 


8-10). Doubtless the same Spirit who 
had moved Jonathan to go had in- 
structed him to watch for the Divine 
leading. The sign that God would de- 
liver the Philistines into their hands 
was the invitation for Jonathan and 
his Companion to come up to the Phil- 
istines. They did not go forward until 
the sign of divine leading was given. 


IV. Jonathan's Marvelous 
Victory 


(w. 13-10). 


Being assurer! of the divine leading, 


Jonathan with his armorbearer sprang 
forward saying that the Lord had de- 
livered the enemy into fhe hands of 
Isrart. He did not say "into our 
hands," but "into the hands of Israel." 
This is. a fine touch of humility; it 
shows that it was zeal for God, not 
selfish ambition that impelled him to 
go forth.

Disease, bereavement and 
suffe/ring 


are present in practically every house- 
hold, while food and clothing are in- 
sufficient to make life tolerable. 


Men. women and children are dying 


by thousands, and over vast once-civi- 
lized areas there are to lie found nei- 
ther medicinal appliances nor medical 
skill sufficient to cope witif the devas- 
tating plagues. 


Wholesale starvation is threatened" 


in Poland this summer unless; ^be can 
procure food supplies in large quanti- 
ties. 
There are now approximately 


250.000 cases of typhus in Polanfl and 
In the area occupied by Polish troops. 


'Worst Typhus Epidemic in History. 
This is already one of the worst ty- 


phus epidemics in the world's history. 
In Galicia whole towns are crippled 
and business suspended. In sonic dis- 
tricts there is but one doctor to each 
n'50,000 people. 


In the Ukraine, we were tnid. typhus 


and influenza have affected most of the 
population. 


A report from Vienna, dated Febru- 


ary 12. said : ''There are rations for 
three weeks. Death stalks through the 
streets of Vienna and takes unhinder- 
ed toll. 


Budapest, according to our informa- 


tion, is one vast .city of misery and 
suffering. 
The number of deaths is 


double that of births. Of ihe 160,000 
children in the schools, 100,000 are de- 
pendent on public charity. There are 
150.000 workers idle. 


"typhus and smallpox have invaded 


the four countries composing Czecho- 
slovakia, and there is lack of medi- 
cines, soap and physicians. 


In Serbia typhus has broken out 


again and there are but 200 physicians 
to minister to the needs of that entire 
country. 


In Montenegro, where fond is run- 


ning short, there are but. the physi- 
cians for a population of 450,000. 


America Overflowing With Riches. 
Returning to the United £jtates a 


few weeks ago with all these horrors 
ringing in my ears, I found myself 
once more in a land who«e granaries 
were overflowing, where health and 
plenty abounded and where life and 
activity and ea^er enterprise were In 
t4ie full flood.

Plan to Aid Central Europe. 


It is not for me perhaps to give in 


detail a .formula for solution of the 
world's ills, but as I have been asked 
many times, "What would you do?" I 
am glad to give my own answer. 


Accordingly, I would ask: 
1. That Congress immediately pass 


a bill appropriating a sum not to ex- 
ceed S.".oO,000,OOl> for the use of Cen- 
tral and Eastern Europe. 


'2. That Congress call upon the Pres- 


ident to appoint a nonpolitieal com- 
mission of three Americans, distin- 
guished for their character and exec- 
utive ability and commanding the re- 
spect of the American people. 
Such 


a commission should include men of 
the type of General Pershing, Mr. 
Hoover or ex-Secretary Lane. I would 
invest that commission with complete 
power. 


3. I would have the commission in- 


structed to proceed at once, accompa- 
nied by proper personnel, to survey 
conditions in Central and Eastern Eu- 
rope and then act for the restoration 
of those countries under such condi- 
tions and upon such terms as the com- 
mission itself may decide to be practi- 
cable and effective. 
Among the con- 


ditions should be provided that there 
should be no local interference with 
the free and untrammeled exercise by 
the commission of its own prerogative 
of allocating materials. 
Governmental 


politics should be eliminated; unrea- 
sonable and prejudicial barriers be- 
tween the \arious eQuntries should be 
removed, and such substantial guaran- 
tees as may be available should be ex- 
acted in order that the condition's im- 
posed should be fulfilled. 
) 


i. As to financial terms, I should 


make them liberal. I would charge no 
interest for the first three .years; for 
the next three years, 6 per cent, with 
provision that such interest might be 
funded if the economic conditions of 
the country were not approaching nor- 
mal, or if its exchange conditions were 
so adverse as to make payment un- 
duly burdensome, I should make the 
maturity of the obligation 15 years 
from its date, and I should have no 
doubt as to its final payment. 


5. Immediately the plan was adopt- 


ed I would have our government in- 
vite other governments in a position 
to assist, to participate in the under- 
taking. 


6. To set forth completely my opin- 


ion. I should add that in the final in- 
structions 
the 
American 
people, 


through their government, should say 
to the commission : 


"We want you to go ajid do this job 


in such a manner as, after study, you 
rhink it should be done. 
This is no 


ordinary undertaking. 
The American 


people trust you to see that it is done 
right." 


I would also say to the commission : 
"Use so much of this money as is 


needed." 
Personally, I am confident 


that with the assistance and co-opera- 
tion which would come from other 
parts of ilie world the sum of $500,- 
000.000 fiom 
i he 1'nilod States would 


be more t h a n enough to start these 
counlrio, nn their way to self .support 
and Ihe i . M o r a i i o n of normal condi- 
tions.

contemplate. 


The situation that I have spread out 


here is far beyond the scope of indi- 
vidual charity. 
Only by the action of 


government*, our own and the others 
whose resource? enable thorn to co-op- 
erate, can uid be given In sufficient 
volume.

action would he followed by tho gov- 
?rnmeuts of Great Britain, of Holland,

You continue to heat the 
water while peeling the egg. An egg 
should be peeled from left to right, al- 
ways, as otherwise you peel ngalnst 
the grain. 
Catch the water at pre- 


cisely 760 degrees Fahrenheit, which 
you can ascertain by inserting the In- 
dex finger in the kettle. 
Then with 


hammer, nails, and tongue-and-groove 
boards construct a small chute, or 
slide, which you can attach to the ceil- 
ing, leaving the lower end to swing in 
tt\e kettle. You then roll the peeled 
egg down the chute into the water. 
You may then throw away the chute. 
Allow the egg to boil until, completely 
finished, soft, medium, or adamant, to 
suit the taste. 
Pour off the water, 


lift the egg gently but insistently, al- 
low to cool, then serve.—Tit-Bits.
